1 . EPMG SECURITY SOURCE TOLD US MORNING DEC ONE THAT THREE 
FOREIGNERS ARE FREE ACCORDING THEIR INFO. REPORT CONFIRMS 
STILL ANOTHER REPORT TO BRIT EMBASSY LATE AFTERNOON NOV 30 
FROM EPMG SECURITY SOURCE TO SAME EFFECT. 

2. BRITISH WILD LIFE EXPERT ALSO CONTACTED BRIT EMBASSY TO 
REPORT THAT HE HAD BEEN IN TOUCH WITH CAMP HEADQUARTERS AT 
DEBARK IN GAME PARK AND LEARNED THAT GROUP WAS FREE, THAT 
WEST GERMAN WAS APPARENTLY RETURNING TO ADDIS, BUT THAT 
AUSTRALIAN AND AMERICAN WERE STAYING ON IN GAME PARK. 

HE DID NOT, HOWEVER, TALK DIRECTLY WITH ANY OF THREE IN
